Under the provisions of the Noxious 
Weeds Act, all fanners are required to 
look after the weeds on their land, 
"land” is defined as meaning not only 
the land farmed, but also half of the 
road allowance adjoining it. .This 
clause is an important feature, as it 
expressly makes it mandatory that the 
farmer is responsible for weeds on 
half the road allowance adjoining his 
land. The weed inspector may issue 
an order to a farmer to destroy weeds 
on the .road in the same manner as on 
his land, failing which a penalty b> 
way of a fine may be imposed upon 
iconviction by a Justice of the Peace.

When Premier Aberhart spoke in High River last week, 
he congratulated the audience on being men and womeji 
who “think things through.” Spurred on by this stimulant, 
a goid many people tried tp think .things through. They 
thought through the citation of the numerous acts institut¬ 
ed “for the protection of the people,” to the final fact that 
these acts have almost all been disallowed. Out of all the 
legislation that has been enacted during the past three 
years, scarcely any is operative or within the legal right of 
the province. Therefore what after all, has been accom¬ 
plished in the interests of the Alberta people? What is 
the actual achievement ? 

It is folly to present the continual alibi that the/Federal 
Government and the Courts and the Privy Council are all 
“picking on” Alberta. This province is- bound by exactly 
the same limitations as all other provinces in provincial- 
federal relations, and until it is prepared to declare itself 
outside of and apart from the Dominion of Canada, func¬ 
tioning as an entirely separate unit, it must of necessity 
abide by the rules. Thinking things through, one is forced 
to the conviction that the time of legislature was deplor¬ 
ably spent in chasing up blind alleys, instead of pursuing 
courses that were within thj^rights of the province. 

Premier Aberhart dwelt/repeatedly on the unfairness of 
not permitting Alberta to* issue its own credit. Following 
this through, one wonders if the province would permit a 
I town or a municipality to issue its own credit. Would the 
government recognize that credit, in payment of obliga¬ 
tions? Would it consider that the municipality was carry¬ 
ing on along safe and secure lines. If a province can issue 
credit according to its needs, regardless of other provinces 
why should not i^jnunicipality or even an individual do the 
same ? • . 

The premier asked “Do we.need banks?” and answered 
"Not unless they carry out their obligations to the people.” 
What are a bank’s obligations? It must protect depositors 
and shareholders from unwise loans, and must loan money 
oir"sound security and charge interest for the inevitable risk 
and labor involved. If Mr, Aberhart goes into the banking 
business, the public will very soon find but that he will be 
as cautious and careful a lender as any bank official in this 
province. His interest may not be greatly reduced either. 

In covering other legislation, the whole picture presented, 
was an attempt to penalize the thrifty and industrious. Not 
the "big shots” who are, after all, a vague abstraction in 
comparison with the thousands of little people in Alberta 


The “Farm Credit Administration” of the United States' 
government has recently published some very sensible com¬ 
ments on the relations between rural borrowers and lenders 
It says, in part: 

“The amount of debt which a farm can reasonably carry 
is, therefore, dependent upon the net income", so our first 
approach tq the problem is to estimate the net income which 
may be expected from the farming operations. With this 
start we can begin to figure the amopnt of debt the farmer 
can reasonably assume. It makes no difference whether the 
debt is contracted to purchase the farm or for other pur¬ 
poses. There must be enough income to pay the debt or 
eventually the borrower will lose his farm ... It is there¬ 
fore necessary to judge very carefully of the prospective in¬ 
come from which the loan will be retired and to fit the Mort¬ 
gage contract to this, income. 

“It is surprising how frequently these principles are 
ignored. If you had an opportunity to sit upon the hot spot 
occupied by the land Bank Commissioner, you would find 
that we are constantly under the most urgent pressure to 
make no collections, stop all foreclosures, scale' down the 
amount due? abolish deficiency judgments, and lend more 
liberally to all kinds of borrowers at lower interest rates, 
these things just donVmake sense. The facts are that ii 
collections are not kept up, losses will ensue and it will cost 
more to borrow money. If deficiency judgments are abol¬ 
ished, the risk to the lender is increased very materially 
and he will lend less money and charge higher interest 
rates. 

“We cannot eat our cake and have it too. There must be 
an economically sou^d balance in providing a system which 
renders adequate service and provides that service upon 
the best terms possible both as to interest rates and terms 
of repayment. The movement which has been so pro¬ 
nounced the last few years to harass lenders toe the point 
where there is doubt about their recovering the amount of 
the loan, will only serve to destroy credit if not restrained. 
Admittedly, there have been many abuses in foreclosures, 
and many abuses in deficiency judgments. The remedy is to 
use discrimination in finding means to check abuses, and 
ot to adopt any sweeping policy which will destroy all cred¬ 
it. Summing up, if agriculture is to have dependable credit 
at low interest rates, the interests of both the borrower and 
the lender must be protected.”—Farm and Ranch Review.

sity of cleaning up the fence lines and 
land along the roads. 

It was decided that the secretary 
prepare an article for the newspaper 
along these lines, and if, after publish¬ 
ing an appeal for co-operation from 
the ratepayers, .the condition still ex¬ 
isted, the municipality would have to 
consider resorting to the legislation 
to force this being done.

There has been some damage 
from lack of rain (in the northwest) 
and some loss from grasshoppers, cut¬ 
worms and wireworms. The latter 
have appeared mostly in the northern 
part.
